He recalled to Mr. Taft's 
mind that he had discussed the gov- 
em inent ownership q uestion with him 
a year ago when he (Hitchcock) had 
embodied it in a preliminary draft of 
his annual report. 
President Taft accepted Mr. H itch­ 
cock's explanation and the talk of an 
immediate break between them has 
been allayed. 
It remains, however, for 
Mr. Taft still to say w hether he will 
accept or reject Postm aster General 
Hitchcock's plan for government own­ 
ership of telegraphs. 
Everything in

W hite House has not altered the fact 
that the relations between Mr. Taft 
and the postm aster general are strain­ 
ed. 
The bald truth is that President 
Taft and some of his advisers want to 
avoid any open break with Mr. Hitch­ 
cock. 
They realize that Hitchcock 
still has a strong control over southern 
Republicans and that the enforced re­ 
tirem ent of Hitchcock from the cab­ 
inet might endanger the president’s 
hold on the delegates from the south.

tion of the United Mine Workers of 
America were present today. 
The 
leading m iners from every state are a 
unit in expressing a determination to 
demand an increased wage scale, but 
they differ radically in the amount that 
will be demanded, some of them want­ 
ing as high as 20 and others as low as 
5 per cent advance. 
There Ls no longer any doubt as to 
the result of the election, 
According 
to the best 
obtainable information, 
John P. W hite is re-elected president 
over Thomas L. Lewis, former presi 
dent, by a majority of something like 
40,000, and the majority of Frank J. 
Hayes for re-election as vice president 
over Samuel Pascoe of Illinois is about j 
the same. 
Edwin Perry had no oppo­ 
sition for re-election as secretarv-treas- 
urer. so he received the full vote. The 
tellers have not given out any infor­ 
mation on the subject, but these fig­ 
ures are believed to be approximately 
correct. 


Both W age Scales Expire. 
The vast im portance of the conven­ 
tion this year to the more than a q uar­ 
ter of a million union miners Is largely 
in the fact that for the first time in the 
history of the organization the wage 
scale agreem ents in anthracite and 
bituminous mining fields will expire 
March 31. ant? new wage scale agree 
ments will have to be negotiated be 
fore that time. 
This means that the 
convention will have to determine on 
the scale for the central competitive 
bituminous field and make recommen 
dations for the wage to be negotiated 
at the conference of the anthracite op 
erators and miners. 
The m iners will insist upon an ad­ 
vance in tlie mining wage scale be­ 
cause they say the cost of living has 
Increased greatly in the last ten years, 
wffiile their wages have remained the 
same under the award of the anth ra­ 
cite commission. 
It is expected that 
the anthracite miners will be support­ 
ed in this demand for an increase by 
all of the m em bers of the m iners’ or­ 
ganization with all of its resources. 


GIRLS EXPELLED 


From Schools For Membership in Se­ 


cret Societies. 
Indianapolis, Jan. 16.—Thomas M. 
Honan, attorney general, in response 
to a q uery from the school authorities 
at Columbus in regard to the power of 
school boards and superintendents to 
expel or suspend pupils who violate 
the law or rules of the board as tc 
membership in high school fraternities 
or sororities, has referred to an opin­ 
ion on the subject by James Bingham, 
his predecessor, given to the state su 
perintendent of public instruction Feb. 
13, 19 09 , which he indorsed. 
In that 
opinion Mr. Bingham held the school 
authorities had the right to expel or 
suspend pupils for taking part in se­ 
cret organizations, either within or 
outside the school, if, in the opinion 
of the authorities, such steps were 
deemed necessary to the welfare of 
the school. 
The law providing against 
secret societies in public schools was 
enacted in 19 07. 
The q uestion arose in Columbus 
when three high school girls were sent 
home because they refused to drop 
their m em bership in a Greek letter so­ 
ciety. 
Mr. Honan's opinion sustained 
the school authorities.

year the num ber of cattle p urchased 
increased .'.OOP ov er the month of May 
The hide allowance shrank to $ 105.50.
